FARM AND GARDEN CONFERENCE 


All-day Session Attracts Hundreds of Visitors from Andover 
and Neighboring Towns— Inspiration Found 
in English Gardens 


The constantly increasing popularity of 
the annual Farm and Garden conference 
taxed the November clubhouse to its utmost 
capacity on Monday, standing-room even, 
being at a premium. ‘This was the ninth 
such conference held under the auspices of 
various departments of the club, but the first 
to be arranged by the Garden department, a 
new department ‘organized less than a year 
ago. An interesting program of speakers, an 
unusual variety of exhibits, and an excellent 
Juncheon combined to make a very satis- 
factory day for the throngs who attended, 
not only from Andover, but from North 
Andover, Lawrence and Haverhill as well.

colony in any American city and the Greek

a half a dozen living models passed across 
the stage dressed in variously colored dresses 
and smocks,—blue, green, lavender, gray, 
rose, and yellow, and flowered patterns, with 
sunbonnets of an entirely new pattern ‘to 
match. The dresses were made by members 
of the department after a Vogue pattern and 
the sunbonnets after a pete imported 
from Paris. 

Miss Davis turned the thoughts of the 
audience toward the main interest of the 
day by reading Amy Lowell’s “A Little 
Garden” after which she introduced Miss 
Eleanor Jones of Haverhill who spoke on 
“The Arrangement and Planting of Rock 
Gardens.” Miss Jones, who very evidently 
has derived rich enjoyment from the planting 
of her own rock garden, related the story of 
her successes and failures with touches of 
humor which made her talk entertaining 
and helpful and inspired her hearers also to 
be the happy possessors of spring bulbs, 
arabis, phlox, candytuft, alyssum, forget- 
me-not, primroses, thyme, iris, verornica, 
violas, poppies, campanula, — seedums, 
daphne, dwarf evergreens and dozens of 
other things. 

William N. Craig of Weymouth, whose 
subject was announced as “English Del- 
phinimus,” told a most interesting story 
of his visit to the gardens of England after 
an absence of nearly thirty years. Being 
familiar with the advances made in_horti- 
culture in the country of his adoption, he 
was somewhat surprised to find England at 
least ten years ahead of America. He 
ascribes these successes not to the favorable 
climate or to the development of new vari- 
eties, but to the innate love of flowers in 
all classes of the people, a feeling which 
seems to have intensified rather than waned 
since the war. Ina country burdened with 
taxation, where the tax on a Ford is $110 and 
on a crystal radio set $3.00, there is till 
money for gardens and flower shows on a 
stupendous scale. Billboards have been 
eliminated and not a single dump was seen 
during his visit. His tales of delphinimus, 
six fect tall with spikes of flowers three feet 
long and individual blooms three and one 
half inches across would have taxed the 
credulity of his hearers if the statement had 
come from any less reliable source than Mr. 
Craik. He had the pleasure of seeing 250 
named varieties of these wonderful flowers. 
Other exceptionally interesting plants were 
a very desirable hybrid scabiosa, new shades 
of lupine, a Shasta daisy eight inches in 
diameter, a single dahlia suitable for bed- 
ding and a hedge of fuchsias on the Isle of 
Wight a halfa milelong. ‘The native heather 
was also at its best during his visit, an ex- 
pense of Scotland’s own flower seventy miles 
ong calling forth his warmest admiration. 

Mr. Craig brought with him the seed of 
some of the English delphiniums which 
were placed on sale at the close of his lecture. 

At the opening of the afternoon session, 
Camille Den Dooven, former chef to to His 
Majesty Albert, King of the Belgians, spoke 
on the food value of the banana and pam- 
phlets on the subject together with a book 
of recipes was distributed. 

The next speaker was Mrs. Daniel C. Hunt 
of Haverhill who made suggestions for wild 
planting in a rock garden. Although wild 
flowers do not make a showy display, Mrs. 
Hunt has found great pleasure in collecting 
her specimens from their native haunts 
especially thirty fve varictivo of ferns of 
which she is very proud. The delicate beauty 
of the wild flowers and the pleasant associa- 
tions and friendships which they recall have 
made her garden well worth while. 

The last speaker on the program was 
Robert Nathan Cram, landscape architect, 
who has made a special study of English 
gardens. The lecture was illustrated with 
nearly one hundred very beautiful lantern 
slides, showing the gardens photographed in 
their natural colors. Old yew hedges, topiary 
box figures, ponds, moats, old trees, and 
buildings mellowed with age, all added 
interest ot the masses of blooming flowers.

Efficiency at the Ford Plant 


Transforming a couple of miles of steel 
bars into rings gears for Ford cars is all in 
the day’s work at the Highland Park Plant 
of the Ford Motor Company. Here, in- 
genious machinery which obviated all possi- 
bility of human error furnishes an interesting 
sted in efficiency methods characteristic of 
Ford manufcture. 

A mighty important feature in the line of 
power is this rear axle gear, although not 
much larger in size than a china saucer. As 
the principal driving agent between the 
drive shaft and rear axle, it must not only be 
tough enough to stand strains, but must also 
be hard enough to resist wear, for a worn 
ring gear is a sure source of axle noises. 

Quality is closely guarded in manufactur- 
ing these gears and the steel that goes into 
them is constantly held to the most rigid 
specifications. Arriving at the Highland 
Park Plant in long bars, it is cut to exactly 
the length required for the finished ring. 
The steel is heated white hot and in powerful 
machines, capable of hair’s breadth accuracy, 
is formed into a perfect circle. Then, by 
means of an elctric current of tremendous 
amperage the butts of the rings are fused into 
each other. 

In subsequent operations, the rings are 
trimmed, hardened and gear teeth cut into 
them and it is interesting to note that at no 
stage of the development or even in the 
finished product is it possible to detect the 
point where the weld was made. 

This method of producing ring gears is 
doubly significant in Ford car manufacture. 
In point of economy, it represents a material 
savings over stamping the ring out of steel 
plates—a method by which the disc cut out 
of the center of the ring and the trim 
are wasted. ‘Then, too, steel not unlike 
wood, has “grain” and it is obvious that a 
stampted-out ring must contain a certain 
amount of crossgrain. The Ford process, 
on the other hand, produces a ring entirely of 
long grain, a quality which contributes to 
the Ford car’s freedom from rear axle troubles

What Norwood Has Done 


Printed below, there are some exe 
tracts from Whiting’s column in the 
Boston Herald for April 12 on the town 
of Norwood. It is because the problems 
which Norwood has had to solve are so 
similar to questions facing the citizens 
of Andover that these extracts will be 
found of interest here. ‘The “case” 
method is being used more and more in 
the solution of business and town 
problems: solutions used by other 
people for problems under practically 
the same circumstances are studied with 
care to see if they can be applied to the 
case in hand as the best solution. 

Norwood is a town which in many 
respects is not unlike Andover. It has 
been confronted with the same prob- 
lems and has solved them courageously 
and effeciently. It will be to our ad- 
vantage to see what they have done. 
We need not necessarily pattern after 
their acts, but we might with profit go 
about our tasks with the same spirit of 
far-sightedness and ready accomplish- 
ment which, as Whiting ably points out 
below, the town of Norwood well 
exemplifies. 

The feature of the town which strikes the 
traveler first as he drives through is the 
ene of Main street. ‘This is a smooth 
jlock pavement of high quality. Norwood’ 
Main street is so well paved that we wish 
we had it on Tremont street, Boston. Some 
years ago the folks in Norwood made up 
their minds that it would be a good invest- 
ment to spend liberally for suitable pave- 
ments; $80,000 thereupon was spent, $40,000 
of which went into the principal highway. 
The result make the business-centre of the 
town clean, attractive and suggesting 
permanent things.

It crouches behind 
some buildings which mercifully hide it and 
looks as if it were ready to spring at some- 
thing but lacked the strength to do it. It is 
not old enough to be interesting and it is 
not modern enough to be useful. We would 
not say these things about it if it were not at 
the point of extinction. The new town hall 
is to be a very splendid structure and will 
front directly on Main street and the new 
park. 


Here is an interesting item in connection 
with the new town hall. An appropriation 
of $10,000 was made, to be used by the 
committee in preparation of plans. This 
committee made special trips to New Haven 
and to Princeton to study the architecture of 
Yale and Princeton. We may assume that it 
also visited Harvard, but that is not a long 
trip and so does not get into the records. 
However, the committee did not spend one 
cent of this appropriation on either the New 
Haven or the Princeton trips, but paid their 
expenses out of their own pockets. Good 
citizens of other towns may take note of this. 

** 


Norwood is going to have a new state 
armory. The state’s limit for expenditure on 
a site was $10,000. Norwood had the emin- 
ently sane idea that it wanted this armory in 
a suitable location. This location was not a 
$10,000 site. Therefore Norwood bought the 
land and paid for it $21,000. Then it sold 
the same land to the state for $10,000, and 
the armory will be put where they want it. 
In other words, Norwood spent $11,000 to 
locate the armory where it ought to be. That 
is an investment. 

** 

The liberal policy of Norwood toward its 
schools finds exemplification in the fact that 
a new senior high school building, costing 
$535,000 will be ready for use September 1. 
It stands on thirteen acres of land, providing 
ample space for a modern well-equipped 
athletic field. During the last few years the 
town has been acquiring land suitable for 
school purposes, and last year took up cight 
acres to be used for the location of elementary 
schools. There ate a number of excellent 
parks in the town, existant and in prospect. 

*** 


Norwood has an extraordinary and ex- 
cellent institution in its Civic Association 
which is something of a town club but is far 
more than that. Its buildings are attractive, 
its grounds are spacious, its hospitality is 
celebrated. It contains all sorts of accommo- 
dations for the town social life, covers an en- 
closure the size of two city blocks, is sur- 
rounded by an iron fence with stone pillars 
and shows great stretches of beautiful lawn, 
besides a wholly modern athletic field. This 
is probably the most complete plant of its 
kind in this country. 

*“** 


Norwood was the first community in New 
England to adopt the town manager plan of 
government. ‘The vote adopting the plan 
was made October 6, 1914. Thus the plan 
has been in operation nearly twelve years and 
has given satisfaction. The town organized 
UNG Miaintalus feo owe clo ute light distribut- 
ing plant, buying the current at the town line 
and selling it at a reasonable price to con- 
sumers. The town has also its OWn water 
works and its own sewerage plant.

Ancient Methods of 


Heating and Lighting 


The time when man’s curiosity and 
courage first enabled him to investl- 
gate the phenomena of fire was cer- 
tainly not less than 35,000 years ago. 


It probably happened in Europe during 


the Glacial age. 

One of the earliest methods was by 
twirling a pointed stick in a hole in 
dry wood, leading to the hearth fire. 
This was followed by the shell lamp— 
a shell filled with animal fats or fish 
oll, with grass or moss as the wick. 

The oldest bronze lamp known was 
found in Cyprus, and is probably 4,000 
years old, In Homer's Odyssey the 
use of three braziers In the palace to 
give light is mentioned—a method 
made possible by the fact that roofs 
were commonly open in those days. 

Coming to more recent times, the 
cresset, a species of cage filled with 
old rope smeared with pitch, was in 
use, 

Candles were first introduced by the 
Phoenicians about 1000 years B. C., 
after which they became the regular 
{ndoor illuminant. About 400 B. C, 
candles in all the chief countries of 
Europe were displaced by oil lamps 
of clay and bronze and did not return 
to common use for a thousand years. 

The first friction match (the lucifer) 
was not invented until 1827, and a box 
of fifty cost half a crown (60 cents). 
The introduction of the Swedish safety 
match dates to about fifty years ago.— 
London Tit-Bits, 


Winter Rains Stored 
for Time of Drought 


In southern California, where land 
without water is worth little, various 
means have to be adopted to conserve 
the winter rainfall for the dry sum- 
mer months. From May till October 
landowners depend on the underground 
water supply. 

A recent development has been the 
construction of a vast natural “sponge” 
destined to hold the flood waters from 
the great canyons in the district, The 
water from the melting snow or rains 
{s distributed over nearly 800 acres of 
rock and sandy land, covered from end 
to end with sage bushes. This area 
has been intersected by specially con- 
structed ditches, with concrete distrib- 
uting gates, by means of which the 
water Is kept circulating, instead of 
pouring away to waste, 

At the height of the season this won- 
derful “sponge” soaks up not less than 
100,000 Inches of rain, all of which 
can be pumped to the surface when re- 
quired.

Similar to Hebrew 

The stele of Mesha, King of Moab, 
which was found at Dhiban in 1868, 
and is more popularly known as the 
Moabite stone, belonging to the Ninth 
century, B.C. ‘This contains one of the 
earliest inscriptions in the Pheniclun 
alphabet, and its language, according 
to the new Standard dictionary, dif- 
fers only dialectically from the He- 
brew. By studying the fragments of 
this stone, Clermot Gamneau was able 
to publish the text, and the first trans- 
lation; and the decipherment of the 
entire stone, which is now complete, 
was the result of researches by 
French, German and English scholars. 
Yet another, the code of ethics of 
HWammurabl, king of Babylonia from 
2240 to 2185 B. C., whicli was dis- 
covered in 1902, Is in cunelform char- 
acters, The cuneiforms are sald to 
have been invented by the primitive 
Accadians of Mesopotamia about 6,000 
years ago, and were impressed or en- 
graved by the ancient Babylonians, As- 
syrians and others on bronze, glass, 
fron, stone, clay and other substances,

Inclosed in an air-tight alr chamber, 
especially constructed to keep outside 
influences away from the government's 
master timekeeper, the standard clock 
at the bureau of standards, Washing- 
ton, which has this small varlation in 
time, is used as a yardstick for meas- 
uring time Intervals at the bureau. 
The clock ts electrically wound twice 
a minute and has a contact by which 
it may send second signals to any part 
of the bureau, 

Its time is checked each day by com- 
parison with the noon signals from the 
naval observatory, which uses solar 
observations to set the nation’s time,

Substitute for Diamond 

After several years of research, 
metallurgical experts of a steel plant 
at Wetzlar, in southern Germany, 
claim to have produced a metal alloy 
nearly as hard as the diamond, says 
Popular Science Monthly. The dif- 
ference in the scale of hardness is 
merely one-tenth of a degree. The 
alloy consists of a fused mixture of 
metallic tungsten and tungsten car- 
bides. 

Tests have shown that this tungsten 
alloy, while somewhat softer than dla- 
mond, offers many practical advan- 
tages. It is said to have metallic 
structure and to retain Its cutting 
power much longer than the dlamond 
that has crystalline structure and Is 
extremely brittle, hence soon loses Its 
cutting power by the chipping of its 
crystal edges.
